Hie Is Beceived With General Re- 
joicinir at the Capital 
of BnsBia. 



The Streets Densely Crowded and 
f the ropnlace Boar Them- 
f selves Hoarse. 



St. PKTEKSjiUKG, Aug. 21.— President 
Fanre, M. Eanotaax, the French min- 
ieier for foreign afifairs, and the suite of 
the Fresideut, on board the imperial 
yacht Alaxanderia entered the Neva at 
noon. Tlie river waa crowded with 
lavishly decorated excursion steamers 
and the quays were black with specta- 
tatora. The French craiser Surcouf, 
which waa near the landing stage, 
manned her yaida and her Bailora gave 
ringing cheers - as the Alexahderia 
reached her gaay. The Bussia^ re- 
sponded with roara of cheering. .' 

Upon disembarkin)!, President Fiiui-e 
was received by the Alexander III Nova 
Tchrkasky regiment of infantry. Stand- 
ing in front of the regiment was a row of 
the highest officers of Russia. The 
Preeident, in a few words spoken in Kua- 
sian, greeted the soldiers, who replied 
with a loud cheer. !M. Fauro then in- 
spected the guard of honor, and after- 
wards ho and hia suite, eacorted by a 
sotnia of Ural Cosaacks, were driven in 
open carriages to the Cathedral of St. 
Peter and St. Paul. Though rain waa 
falling heavily, the streets were densely 
packed with people, who vociferously 
cheered the President of France. 

After placing a wreath on the tomb of 
the late Czar, Alexander III, in the 
cathedral, President Faure drove to the 
Neva and laid the corner stone of the 
new French hospital. The President 
afterwards visited tbe house which Peter 
the Great, in 1708, boilt on the bank of 
Neva, in order to superintend the con- 
struction of St. Petersburg. The Presi- 
dent ox;tuiined the chair, stool, etc., 
made by Peter the Great and then went 
to the riveraide, where the Czar was 
waiting for him in a launch. M. Faure 
embarked in this veaiiel, which liad the 
Russian and French flags flying from her 
atom, and crossed the Neva. The Im- 
perial and Presidential party took part 
in the ceremony of laying the founda- 
tion stone of the new Troitaky bridge. 
The Metropolitan who officiated prayed 
for tlie Czar, and for President Faure 
and France. > The usual scenes of en- 
thusiasm were witnessed everywhere. 

The spectacle at the inauguration of 
the bridge waa most brilliant. Around 
a picturesque tent were grouped the high 
court dignitaries in splendid uniforms 
and the municipal coancitlors and the 
clergy in gorgeous robea, while in the 
back' ground stood four immense stands 
filled with ladies in elegant toilettes and 
officers in uniforms making 'a scene of 
great animation and aparltling with 
color. The C/ar, President Faure, the 
Metropolitan and the Mayor of St. 
Petersburg, surrounded by tlie grand 
dukea, M. Hanotaux, the French minis- 
ter of loreign allaira, the Count of Monte- 
boUo, the French ambaaaador to Riiaaia, 
and other French officers formed the 
central group in front of the tent where 
the inauguration was solemnly per- 
formed. 

BOEBS ABE MAD. 

They Say That Creat Britain Has No Suzer- 
ainty Over Ihem. 

Xkw Youk. Aug. 23.— A London spe- 
cial to tha Sun to-day says: "The state- 
ment made by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the colonial secretary, in the House of 
Commons on August 4 that it was im- 
possible to arbitrate the question of 
Great Britain's suzerainty over the 
Transvaal, which had been estiiblislied 
by convention on the ground that such 
a course would be unprecedented be- 
tween a suzerain power and its subordi- 
nate, has excited much indignation in 
the Transvaal. 

The naatter was debated by the Volks- 
rand and several members declared that 
British suzerainty did not exist. Tlie 
question will be again raised on Tuesday 
next. Meetings have been held in Pre- 
toria and elsewhere in the Transvaal at 
wliich resolutiona wore adopted de 
nouucing the stand taken by Mr. Cham- 
berlain. If, was these resolutions which 
possibly elicited the articles recently 
published by the Berlin newspapers de- 
claring that the Transvaal does not re- 
cognize Great Britain's claim to suzer- 
ainty." "

THE BIG STBIKE. 

All EiToits to Harmonize Cool Miners and 
Proprietors Unavailing. 

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 24. — The final 
eflTort to arrange a plan for -ending the 
big strike has proved a failure, and the 
strike goes on. At noon the conference 
between a committee of coal operators 
and miners, national and district offi- 
cials, closed and the conference adjourn- 
ed without date. The miners' represen- 
tatives did not recede from their original 
proposition to settle the strike by arbi- 
tration and start the mines at the (iOcent 
rate. President Katchford gave out the 
following statement: "We have dis- 
agreed. Our proposition remained un- 
changed. Besides our proposition to 
arbitrate, we made them a second one 
along the linea of bringing about 
a general conference of miners and op- 
erators of all the mining states. They 
refused to lend their efforts in that di- 
rection and the strike will be continued. 
We have no other plans for the future." 

Inimediately after the close of the 
morning conference B. Sorbe called a 
meeting of operators for 2 o^clock this 
afternoon to discusa the eituation and 
outline a plan for future action. The 
outlook after the adjournment of the 
conference seemed to be encouraging for 
the miners. There is no question ofthe 
actions of the coal operators to start 
their mines. Nearly every coal com- 
pany iu the Pittsburg district waa rep- 
resented at the Monnogbala house dur- 
ing the conference. 

TAKES A DBOP. 

Wheat Falls Three Points Below the Top 
Notch— Metal Quotations. 

New Yohk, Aug. 24.— -The disastrous 
result of operations by " eleventh hour " 
bulls waa demonstrated in the actions of 
the market to-day. Failing to secure 
the necessary assortment of bull news 
these belated holders punctured the bull 
bubble and prices fell with a crash to a 
point over three cents a bushel below the 
top notch for tlie year.

Ottawa, Aug. 24.— A special ' meetinf; 
of the cabinet, at the instance of Sir 
Richard Cartwright, was held to-day at 
which the decision was reached to ex- 
tend the operation of the preferential 
clause of the tariS to all countries enti- 
tled to it under.the moat favored^natint 
clause contained in Great Britain's 
treaty obligations. Already, under the 
ruling of the imperial government, 12>^ 
per cent., the reduction in duties, is. 
applicable to goods from France, Ger- 
many and Belgium. The further erten- 
sion will apply to importations from 
Argentina, Austria, Hungary, Bolivia, 
Chili, Columbo and Costa Rica until 
November 26. Muscat, Norway and 
Sweden, Russia, Spain, Roumania, and 
Salvador, in fact to every country under 
the sun except the United States and 
British colonies. Newfoundland, the 
Cape, and all the Australian colonies, 
except New South Wales which has a 
free trade tarifl', are shut out from the 
prefential reduction. 

Sir Richard Cartwright in reply to » 
question put by your correspondent to- 
night, said the last reports he had luul 
about Petersen, Tait and Co., contractors 
for the fast Atlantic aervice, was that 
everything was proceeding satisfactor- 
ily. When Sir Donald Smith, iit' 
whose hands the matter chiefly resteJ, 
reached Canada, the government 
would haye definite information. 
Sir Richard remarked as to the re- 
ports of the inability of the cdmpany t» 
carry out such an undertaking : "I- can 
only say the firm gave US satiafactdryaa- 
Bu ranees that they were sufficiently well 
backed to carry out the contract, and 
nothing haa transpired since to show- 
that they have misrepresented facts. Of 
one thing, however, you may rest as- 
sured, that unless they do the work they 
will not get the money, and up to thic 
date, Canada haa not invested onedolUc 
In the project."

The Fall of Fort Maude Looked 
> . >; Upon as a Very.; Grave 
• Misfortun^T"' 



Trouble ia Spreading ou the Froutier 
and tlie Sitaation Looks 
Alarmingr. 



Simla, Aug. 24.— Fort Maude was 
captured by the Afridia at 10 :30 a.m. 
yesterday when the garrison surren- 
dered. The fort was baroed the same 
night. The garrison was reached by 
Col. Weatmacotta' relief column at 11 :30 
p.m. 

rEBiiAwuK, Aug. 21. — It is reported 
that a large number of Afridia, led by 
fanatical priests, attacked the Sepoys 
near Fort All Musjid about noon yester- 
day massacring 800, captQrinK their 
rifles and then proceedinR in large force 
to make au attack upon the British 
aarriaon on the Lowragt. There is a 
very uneasy feeling in Quetta, where the 
troops are under orders to be in readi- 
ness to march to New Ohamaii, which is 
the extreme outpost of tlio Afghan 
frontier, south-east of Kandahar, aud 
ou the edge of tiie Eegiatan desert, be- 
tween the provinces of Toba and Pisliin, 
Khyber Pass ia swarming with Afridia, 
and it is feared the full of Port Maude 
baa greatly encouraged tlie rebellious 
OlemenB. 

"At the same time that Fort Maude was 
abandoned, the Khyber Riflea garrison- 
ing Fort Jewangera were compelled to 
abandon that place. 

The area of active lightiiig is enlarging 
rapidly. The Afridis yesterday attacked 
with great determination the fortified 
Post Sudda, but were not sacceBsful in 
capturing it. 

Paroshinar was attacked to-day. There 
are two English ladiea with the garrison 
at Paroshinar. 

The Britiah military authorities have 
mobilized 32.000 men on tlie frontier for 
operatious with the frontier carriaons. 
Forty-three thousand men are available 
for use against the insurgents. 

The British officers commanding at 
Jameud moved the battery of artillery, 
escorted by the Fourth Dragoons, yes- 
terday to the mouth of Khyber Paaa.and 
shelled the enemy at a range of 320 
yards. The battery then returiieil to 
Jameud, the officer commanding deem- 
ing it inadvisable to enter the pass. Gen. 
Ellis will begin a concerted movement 
against the insurgent tribesmen to-day. 

Bo^tBAY, Aug. 24.— The reporta that 
when the Mobammedana attacked Fort 
Shaekadr they barned all the sacred 
books in the Sikh temple there have ex- 
cited the greatest indignation among 
Sikhs throughout the province and 
greatly incensed the Sikh 'troops on the 
frontier. 

The Bombay Gazette announcea that 
Chiefs Beluchiatan, Sirades. Mehrattaw, 
Cihomeabakhia and Yarahomed have 
been arrested. The arrests were made 
on the Mushkafbolan mail train, upon 
which the chiefs had been induced to go 
quietly in order to meet the agent of 
the Governor-General (Earl of Elgin), 
Who arrived there by special train short- 
ly before. Sirdar Ghomeahakhis is a 
Bon-in-Iaw of Sirkar Siadkhan, one of 
Ihe most loyal chiefs in Beluchistan ; all 
the airdars who have been made prison- 
ers belong to the Sarawan division of 
Beluchistan. They are suspected of in- 
triguing against the government for 
some time past. The arrests have 
cauaed a great sensation among the Mo- 
hammedans. Further important devel- 
opments are expected. 

London", Aug. 25. — A special dispatch 
from Bombay aays there ia au uncon- 
firmed rumor in circulation there that 
the Afridis have attacked Fort All Musjid 
with great determination. The garrison 
made a sortie in full force, endeavoring 
to disperse them, but met with a des- 
perate lesistance and lost three hundred 
killed. The remnant of, the garrison 
then abandoned the post and made its 
way to the station on the Lowragt. 

The rumor that the Indian govern- 
ment force were killed at Fort All Mua- 
jid, requires confirmation.

MUSICAL IMIIIGEANTS. 

The Nnt\irnl Hlstoryj^SodetyJ Moving In a 
Matter of Great Interest to 

British Columbia. 

The Natural History Society of British 
Columbia have decided that the forests 
of this province ahall no longer miaa the 
melody of eong birds. Twelve or fifteen 
years ago, it will be remembered, an at- 
tempt was made to give life to the silent 
woods of this province, but owing to the 
selections liaving been hurriedly made 
and the birds imported posaibly at the 
wrong season of tho year, the experi- 
ment proved but a partial aucceas. 

Last night tho subject waa fully debat- 
ed at a meeting of tho Natural Hiatory 
Society and steps were taken toward re- 
moving the reproach. It waa decided to 
import several hundred specimens 'of 
each European song bird, care being 
taken to obtain only those suitable to 
the country and without destructive 
habits. An agent will be sent to the old 
country to make the selection, insect- 
ivorous birds receiving due attention, 
and the shooting clubs being invited to 
co-operate in the importation of part- 
ridges and black game. The first list of 
eligible immigrants will be prepared by 
a committee composed of Dr. Grompton, 
Mr. J. R. Anderson and Mr. John 
Fannin, curator of the provincial 
museum. 

The Bociety haa started tho fund nec 
eaaary for the im|)ortatiou of these 
feathered Bongatera with a donation of 
$25, and a canvaas of the city will be 
made to bring the amount available up 
to $1,000. The eyetem to be adopted 
will be the maintenance of breeding 
aviaries in thia city, aud the liberation 
of tlie ynnng hirrls at the moat favnriihle 
aoasons of the year, care being at the 
aarae time taken to protect them imtil 
they have had opportunity of eatablish- 
ing themselves in their new home. 

Another very intereating subject dealt 
with at last night's meeting of the 
society was Mr. James Deans' recent 
visit to tho north in connection with 
the department of anthropology of the 
Columbia Museum at Chicago. Numer- 
ous interesting apecimens were exhib- 
ited by Mr. Deana, who alao referred at 
length to the amuggling and illegal flah- 
ing now being carried on in the vicinity 
of the (iueen Charlotte lelanda.

ON HIS WAY WEST. 

A Dumfries Scotchman Who is Interested 
in B. C. Development. 

The Dumfries Standard and Advertiser 
states that Mr. Johnstone-Douglas, ex- 
Convener of Dumfriesshire, is to start 
on Saturday week, 14th inst., for British 
Columbia, and will probably .be away 
for a couple of months. He is Chairman 
of two exploration companies — the Lon- 
don and British Columbia and tho 
Scottish Colonial — which own some 
valuable mining prop(!rtiea in tho Slocun 
diutrict of West ivootenay ; and it is in 
tho interest of these companies that Mr, 
Johnatone - Douglrts ia going out, in 
order that he may inapect the propertiea 
and satisfy himself and his brother 
directors, by personal inquiry on 
the spot, that their interests are 
being properly looked after by the largo 
staff of officials, engineers and mine 
managers whom they employ. Mr. 
Johnstone-Douglas is convinced that 
there is a great future for that territory 
owing to tho vast mmeral wealth which 
it contains, and the facilities for trans- 
pbrt offered by the Canadian Pacific 
railway on the north, the American line 
to San Francisco on the South, and the 
excellent water communication along the 
Great Lakes. The companies which we 
have mentioned do not pursue mining 
operations; but having developed 
property sufficiently to "show tne 
ore," by the sinlcing of shafts' 
making of tunnels, etc., they pass over 
the mines to a subsidiary company and 
proceed with the work of exploration 
ou a fresh property. Quite a number of 
productive mines have already been 
opened up in the Rossland and Slocisn 
districts. The yield ia chiefly silver. A 
month's experience of one mine (the 
Ruth), which has not yet been taken up 
by a separate company, is that the out- 
put of lead suffices to pay working ex- 
jienaes, and the silver, of which the ore 
is abundant and rich, is practically all 
profit. Already there is a good colony of 
young Scotsmen in those districts. 

I\Ir. Johnatone-Douglas ia alao chair- 
man of the Yukon Company, whicli may 
be termed a child of the Britiah Colum- 
bia, and liaa been formed to operate in 
the gold region that liaa lately arrested 
public attention so strongly ; but it ia 
not his purpose to extend liis present 
journey to that field ; for the very good 
reason that it is twelve hundred miles 
inland and the Yukon river is frozen 
over in August, so that it is impossible 
to get there now, and if you did succeed 
in reaching it starvation would be your 
probable fate, with flour already at £10 
a bag and scarcely to be had at that.

HORSEFLY HYDEAOLIC 3IINE. 

A Big CIcBO Up Looked for at the Close of 
Uie Season, 

C. E. Sheperd, gives a vary entertain- 
ing deacriptioa of the Horsefly Mining 
Company's property, with its hydraulic 
elevators working so auccesafuUy. Gold 
shows up everywhere on the claim, 
and Irom Mr. Shepherd's inspec- 
tion of the property he haa no 
doubt but that the pay is deep and 
extensive. No wash up has been made, 
and no f»encral one will be until the 
close of the season. A few thousand 
Iiaa been taken out of sluice boxes, but 
the main flume will not be disturbed 
until about the close of the season, 
when an output of $(50,000 to |S0,000 
may be looked for with conlidenco. 
■Ground waa prospected, and the gold 
weighed showed from 50 cents to ."flO per 
yard, and a large bank of it was found 
•of tbia grade. The actual working ex- 
peneea are only about ^■lO per dav, 
includine the sawmill men. At $1,2U0 
per month for night and day ^ancr, a 
mine that will pay $40,000 to $60,000 a 
season is a fine property; and it now 
seema assuTed that tno mine will do it, 
and should do better after the first sea- 
son. The elevators are a great auccesa. 
The deepest pit now worked is thirty-five 
feet. Mr. Shepherd visited the cement 
mill now being operated on the ground of 
the Horsefly Hydraulic Gold Mining 
Company. The mill is running regu- 
larly, and the returns are satisfactory. 
The cement yields from :f4 to $G per ton, 
and there are enortnoua quantities of it 
in sight. There is some very rich cement 
in some parte of the mine, but the best 
has not yet been reached for milling. — 
B.C. Mining Journal.

KLONDYKE SDFFERERS. 

Texans Get a Note of Advice From Victoria 
Where to Purcliase Supplies. 

Writing to the Gazetteer from Vic- 
toria, B.C., Lue Vernon gives a hint to 
those contemplating a trip to the Klon- 
dyke gold fielcla, which it would be well 
to make a note of: 

If any one is going to the Klondyke 
from Denison, let liim bear in mind 
the fact that if he baya hia out- 
fit in the States he must pay 
duty. Buy your supplies in Canada 
and avoid the daty, Many a man had 
to aell hia outfit at Victoria, B.C., 
and give up the trip simply because the 
merchanta at Seattle told tliera that they 
would not have to pay duty, in order to 
sell them the goods. So most of the 
supplies were bought in Seattle. But aa 
soon as they landed in Victoria (.'ustom 
house ollicials niet them at the boat, 
IJuty was exacted. The miners were very 
angry, of course, but ' they had to 
pay it. The men who only liad a 
few dollars left after buying their 
outfit could not pay, it ao had to 
aell their outfits to the highest bidder 
and return home. If any one from Den- 
ison thinks of going, he had better come 
straight to Victoria, B.C., purchase hia 
outfit here and he will have no more 
troable. Goods are 15 to 40 per cent, 
cheaper in the oiiner's line than at Se- 
attle. You mast remember the Klon- 
dyke mines or " finds " are not in the 
United Slates, but in Canada, the Seat- 
tle papers notwithatanding. — Denison, 
Texaa, Gazette.

HOW TALC IS QUARRIED. 



Wliere It Comes Proiu and the Jllitnacr of 
B«adlllB It to .niurkct. 

AbLnzenac, in tho upper valley of 
tho Ariege, talc is qnairied on iiii I'x- 
tcnsivo Ecalo in tlio Rrauite of .St. liar- 
thelcmy, a mountain 7,700 feet high 
and nbont 20 miles from tho main chain 
of tho Pyrenees. The quarries, vhicli 
are situated about two ruilG.s from tin; 
summit luid 6,800 f30t above the .•-na, 
are opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between mionst^hist below and lower 
siiurian slates above, •which lia.s bicii 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north and soath direotion, with a dip of 
about 60 degrees to the east, tho thick- 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 foot, us 
does uIko tho compo.sition. Ma.sses of 
limestone and granite, tho latter often 
of considerable size, arc frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
which also contains some alumina. 

The best rock is of a brilliant white 
color and feels greasy to tho touch •when 
ground tw flue powder. Tho principal 
quarry, at Treniouin, is worked in the 
open, across tho direction of the bod, 
forming two or throe torxaces 60 foot 
high, the surface covering, 6 to 10 feet 
thick, having been first stripped. Tho 
fitnlf broken is carried by a level, in tho 
bottom of tJio quarry, driven in tho foot 
wall of the vein to the valley of Axiat, 
whence it is haaled in bullock wagons 
about 13 miles to tho works of L-nzcnac, 
where a water power of "JO horsepower 
is obtained from tho Ariege. Tho me- 
chanical preparation includes sizing by 
sieves, driving in a rotating cylinder 
furnace, breaking, grinding and sifting. 

Nearly tho vholo of the product is 
conTcrted into po^vder, only a small 
part being made into pcnolls for mark- 
ing out ■work on metal or sold in tho 
lump form. — Colliery Guardian.

THE EAST SHOULD ACT. 

As yet there has been a Burprisiiig 
spatby in the East in regard to the re- 
tention of the Yukon trade by Canadian 
merchants. The newspapers have very 
generally printed the Colonist's appeal, 
but there the matter seems to rest. The 
Man Francisco Examiner says that $2, 
COO.OOO worth of goods have been already 
sold there to go into the Yukon. We 
Lave no eatimate of the amount sold in 
Seattle, but one business house claims 
sales amounting to $200,000 in eight days 
A large amount of goods has been sold also 
in Tacoma and Portland. We suppose 
that ^3,000,000 is a moderate estimate of 
lbs sales in United States cities to per- 
sons going to the Yukon. If doty is col- 
lected on these the cost to the miners 
will be $750,000 more. With this advan- 
tage in our favor Canada ought to do the 
our.fitting trade, and of course the future 
Hupply trade of the mining camps. No 
one can tell how many thousand people 
will go North in the spring. If they can 
be shown that Canadian cities are the 
■best places to buy their supplies, the 
very great bulk of the basinesB will come 
here. Suppose that 10,000 people go 
and take with them an average of ^300 
•n orth. This will be $3,000,000, and the 
suggested average is a very low one. If 
50,000 go, as most people believe will be 
the case, this means sales of goods any- 
where from 116,000,000 to |2O,O00,000. 
Do not Eastern merchants realize that if 
this vast supply trade can be brought to 
Briliah Columbia cities all the great 
wholesale houses and manufacturers in 
the East will profit by it? 

There ought to be a determined effort 
on the part of the business men and 
boards of trade, backed up by the Do- 
minion government, to demonstrate to 
all the world that Canadian cities are the 
proper places for miners to buy supplies. 
This fact should be spread broadcast 
over Great Britain, for it is likely that 
ihouaands of people will come from that 
country, and, if our mines are to be 
left open to aliens, the information 
should be circulated in every part of the 
United States and the continent of 
Europe. There is no time to be lost in 
this matter. Next year will be the great 
outfitting year. After that improved 
jneans of communication will enable 
merchants to carry large stocks to the 
bead of the Yukon. 



an elephant on their hands in the shape 
of this mart's outfit. :; Surely n one will 
contishd that under tlielawof the United 
States a man may not take goods to one 
of its sea ports, with the intention of 
complying with the customs law in re- 
gard to them, without being subject to 
seizure and confiscation. If this is the 
law of that cotmtry, it is time the rest of 
the civilized world knew it, for com- 
mercial relations with it would soon be- 
come impossible. The owner of these 
goods had not the most remote inten- 
tion of taking them into the United 
States to be used there. He reported 
them to the custom house authorities in 
order that they might be bonded. When 
they declined to admit them to bond he 
asked permission to take them back 
again to Victoria. This was refused, 
and he was told that only one course lay 
open to him, namely, to abandon his 
purchase to the piratical oflacers and 
buy what goods be needed in 
Seattle. It is admitted that be 
had a perfect right to take his 
goods North on the Queen in bond. 
He was, in fact, told that ho ought to 
have left them in Victoria to be put on 
the Queen here. Yet, strange to say, 
when he asked to be given back his 
goods again so as to send them to Vic- 
toria to be put on the Queen here, he 
was told that he could not have them 
without paying duties on them. Now 
we submit that in no other part of the 
world would a man, who in good faith 
brought goods into a port expecting to 
be able to put them in bond, be refused 
permission to take them away again, 
even if he had no right to bond them ; 
much less would he be so refused when 
he bad a perfectly legal right to bond 
them. 

We are not prepared] to believe that 
the treasury department of the United 
States will lend itself to this business of 
boosting the diminishinf trade of the 
Seattle outfitters. The facts must be 
carefully ascertained and the proper 
complaint must be lodtjed at Washing- 
ton. If this is done we are confident 
that the Seattle oflicers will be taught a 
much needed lesson. In the meantime 
the incident has an important lesson. 
Coming upon the heels of the persistent 
misrepresentations of the Seattle papers 
as to the effect of the Canadian tempor- 
ary exemption, it shows the straits to 
which the Seattle people are driven. 
Yesterday's Colonist, in addition to the 
story of this Seattle piracy, con- 
tained an official communication from 
Collector Milne correcting the misrepre- 
sentations made in Seattle in regard to 
the exemptions. When these incidents 
become widely known they will aflbrd 
the best possible answer to the blatant 
claim of that city that it is the only 
place where a miner should think of out 
fitting. We regret to have to write in 
this way about a city for which Victoria 
has always cherished such kindly feel- 
ings, but when a business campaign of 
falsehood is capped by an act of ofiicial 
piracy, it is time for plain speaking. 



A CASE OF PIRACY. 

The case of the man whose goods were 
to all intents and purposes seized in 
Seattle for no other reason than because 
they were bought in Victoria, calls for 
immediate consideration. We do not 
believe that the action of the customs 
house pirates at Seattle will be sustained 
by the United States treasury. Here 
we have a man going from one part of 
Canada to another, who applies to be 
allowed to carry his goods in bond 
through a little strip of so-called Ameri- 
can territory. It is conceded that he is 
entitled to do so under the agreement 
between the governments of the two 
countries ; but because those goods in 
transit must pass over a few hundred 
feet of the Seattle waterfront they are 
confiscated. True, there was no formal 
confiscation ; but when a man is told that 
he can neither take his goods with him 
nor send them back where they came 
from, and is compelled to leave them in 
the hands of the pirates, to whom they 
were reported for the purpose of comply- 
ing with the-law» it la not very easy to 
diatinguish- the performance from a con- 
^Buation. 

,,,f'-VV'e fancy that the Seattle custom 
^iho 166 authoritiea will find that they have 



to twenty' sixty-sixths of a pound weight 
of silver, and so it stands to this day. 
An interesting thing may be mentioned 
in this connection, namely, that the 
original pound was equivalent in weight 
to 7,800 full grains of wheat taken from 
the centre of the ear and well dried. 

One remarkable incident connected 
with the present slump in silver is the 
rise in wheat. Hitherto a favorite claim 
ot the bimetallista has been that silver 
and wheat rose and fell pari passu, that 
when wheat was worth $1 a bushel silver 
was worth $1 an ounce. Statistics seem 
to corroborate this claim to some ex- 
tent, although when critically examined 
they do not. The demonstration of the 
fallacy of this claim will have the effect 
of greatly weakening the cause of bimet- 
allism among the farmers of the United 
States, where it has hitherto been very 
strong. 

We do not feel like hazarding an opin- 
ion as to the future price of silver, be- 
cause the most any one can hope to do 
is to guess. Many of the mines must 
close if the present price continues, and 
this will create a shortage in the supply 
and consequently an appreciation in the 
price. The claim is made that the 
minea of Mexico cannot produce at a 
profit at the present price; but we do 
not know how 'true this is. One thing 
seems to be established, namely, that 
the mines of British Columbia will be 
the last to have to yield to the fall in 
value of the bullion, and thoy therefore 
seem to have a good chance ahead of 
them, even at the present price. 



THE PRICE OF SILVER. 

The great fall In the price of silver, 
coming so closely upon the heels of the 
Klondyke gold discoveries, suggests that 
speculators have been getting in the 
work. Japan has stopped buying and 
consequently a good customer has drop 
ped out of the market, but this was fore- 
seen and must have been, in a great 
measure, discounted by the dealers in 
bullion. The rule in matters of this 
kind seems to be to keep the real truth 
in the background, and it may be a long 
time before we know, if we over do, why 
silver slumped. When the financial 
journals come to hand with their expla 
nation, we will be told just what those, 
who manipulate the market, choose to 
tell us. We are somewhat impressed 
by the fact that this sudden drop in 
price followed hard upon the visit of the 
bimetallist deputation from the United 
States to the European capitals. This 
also suggests that it was engineered. 
Very large financial intereats are deeply 
concerned in preventing the remone 
tization of silver, and they are able to 
depress the price of the metal wiienever 
they see fit. One of the most effective 
arguments against bimetallism is the 
fluctuation in the price of silver. Mono- 
metallists compare it with gold, which 
they say is always uniform in price, for- 
getting or purposely concealing the fact 
that the value of gold owes its perma^ 
nency to legislation. If gold were de 
monetized, as was suggested after the 
great California discoveries, its price 
would fall and thereafter fluctuate. 

It is hard for us to realize any other 
money standard than gold, yet every 
time we speak of pounds and shillinga 
we bear unconscious testimony to this 
fact that silver was the original money 
standard. Originally a pound meant a 
pound weight of Bilver,and it was coined 
into twenty shillings. English mon- 
archs, having the prerogative right to 
fix the coinage, had some tricks of their 
own to make a little money go a long 
way, and they reduced the amount of 
silver in a shilling until they made 288 
of them out ot a pound of silver. Queen 
Elizabeth made GO shillings out of the 
pound ot silver; King James made 02, 
and BO it continued until the thrifty 
Hanoverians came to the throne, when 
George I made 60 shillings out of the 
pound, and it was decreed that 20 of 
such shillinga sliould thereafter be a 
pound in money, and this term ceased 
thereafter to have any other significance 
than that it was a sum of money equal

A GnnisTiAN Endeavor rally, under 
the leadership of the delegates to the 
late San Francisco convention, has been 
arranged for this evening' at St. An- 
drew's Presbyterian church, at 8 o'clock, 
sharp. Miss Patterson, of Chicago, a 
prominent missionary lecturer, will ad- 
dress the meeting on the subject "To 
Live is Ohriat." 

In one consignment nearly two hun- 
dred hoses of peara infected with the 
codlin moth, and which were recently 
brought to Victoria on a San Francisco 
boat, were found on examination by the 
fruit inspector to be bad, and were con- 
sequently condemned. Tlie inspector 
and the members of the horticultural 
board are determined that no ell'ort shall 
be spared to prevent the importation in- 
to the province of fruit which is not in 
every way above suspicion, and the pub- 
lic will not he slow to appreciate the 
care which is being taken to ensure that 
fruit offered for sale in the city is fit for 
consumption. Pears particularly seem 
to be subject to infection with the codlin 
moth pest, and no later than Sunday a 
large number of boxes brought on the 
Walla Walla were condemned. 

Two years' imprisonment for a drink 
of beer seems at first sight somewhat 
disproportionate, and perhaps Joseph 
Williams thinks it is. But then Joseph 
took more than a drink, and took it 
without going through the necessary, but 
sometimes inconvenient, formula of ask- 
ing permission or offering to make pay- 
ment for the liquid refreshment. Such 
a proceeding, of course, is highly repre- 
hensible, and Mr. Justice Drake so con- 
sidered it, especially as Williams was 
also guilty of enticing a younger boy 
than himself into wrong-doing. Tiie 
fact that this second victim of the law's 
strong arm is not yet out of juvenile 
knickerbockers, and that he was evident- 
ly seduced into wrong-doing by his older 
companion, enabled him to escape with 
a year's imprisonment, and it is to be 
hoped that while in durance vile, these 
youthful breakers of the eighth com- 
mandment will learn that it is better to 
go athirst than to jeopardise their liberty 
by drinking even Fairall's beer without 
permission or payment. 

A I'RELiMi.vAuy conference was held 
yesterday between Premier Turner on 
behalf of the Provincial government, and 
Mr. J. A. J. McKenna, representing the 
Dominion government, in regard to the 
Songhees Reservation, the result of 
which, while not partaking in any de- 
gree of the nature of a settlement, may 
be considered as tending towards that 
end. Mr. Turner and Mr. McKenna will 
go more thoroughly into the matters at 
issue in the course of a,, few days, and 
there is little doubt that the negoti- 
ations being in able hands will be 
brought to a speedy and satiafactory 
conclusion. Mr. Mclvenna will subse- 
luently go into the matter of tlie rail- 
way lands at Reveletoke, and Mr. T. II. 
liothwell, who is law clerk in the 
Indian department, and who accom- 
panies Mr. MclCenna on his visit to the 
coast, who proceed to Nanaimo to take 
the evidence in regard to the disputes 
which have arisen between theE. _&N. 
railway and the settlors as to the miner- 
als lying under the lands. 

Good roads are so generally admitted 
to be desirable and the by-law to be 
voted upon on Monday commends itself 
with such force to those who, whether 
asvheel or afoot, make use of the high- 
ways in and around the city, that there 
is a danger of those who are impressed 
witli the advantages which will accrue 
from the passage of the by-law, allowing 
a feeling of over-confidence on their 
part to lead to its defeat. At least such 
was the conviction borne into the mind 
of a Colonist reporter yesterday, whoii 
he overheard a conversation carried 011 
between four old gentlemen in front of 
the city hall, which was occasioned by 
the perusal of the municipal notice an- 
nouncing the date and places for the vot- 
ing upon Mayor Redfern's street im- 
provement proposition. The quartette, 
white-haired, feeble and easily conceiv- 
able as having almost reached that stage 
in life where roads, good or bad, will not 
enter into their calculations, spoke as a 
unit against the proposed expenditure of 
$100,000 for the purposes outlined. And 
they each have a vote, too. A word to the 
wise is suflicient.

Tng " Czar " Has a Busy Season 
Before Her— Heavy Sound 
Freights. 



Through what marine men term hum 
bug, the R.M.S. Empress of Japan in 
sailing for the Orient on Monday was 
delayed live or six hours longer in port 

— or rather in making Victoria connec- 
tions — than there was any necessity for. 
Making darkness and a slight breeze an 
excuse, the ship passed by the big ocean 
dock all ready for her accommodation 
and went into the Beads. Then came 
the delay. Captain Berry of the Sadie 
not being willing to convey the big load 
of passengers and baggage he took on 
board for the Empress farther than the 
outer wharf, the Gharmer had to be 
secured, and as she had not 
steam up when called on, a delay 
of several hours was in this way incurred. 
Ill the Roads more delay was experienc- 
ed in getting the tender alongside the 
Empress, and instead of being ready to 
leave at 10 o'clock, as in the minds of 
many she would have been had she call- 
eil at the wharf, it was three in the 
morning wnen she weighed anchor. 
Some Vancouver mail and several pas- 
sengers came down on the Japan from 
the Terminal City, the latter including 
Lieutenant-Governor Dowdney, Hon. 
S. NoBse, the Japaueao Consul at Van- 
couver, Allan Cameron and Mr, .7. 
Sclater, of the C.P.R. at V^ancouver; D. 
Weatherall, formerly second ofiicer on 
the Japan and on different times an 
ofUcer on each of the Empress liners; 
and Lee Mong Koiv. The last mentioned 
passenger formed one of a delegation 
of five who had gone up to Aeasslz to 
meet His Excellency Chans; Ynen Hoon, 
the Chinese ambassador on his return to 
the Orient from attending the Jubilee 
festivities in London. The delegation 
was composed of two Portland, two Van- 
couver and one Victoria Chinamen, 
Chang was given a loyal reception by 
the delegation and at Vancouver was 
banquetted and driven about the city. 
Ho stayed up till IL o'clock aboard the 
Empire to see if he could meet some of 
his Victoria fellow countrymen but 
through tlio vexatious delays previously 
mentioned was disappointed. Chang 
took a marked hkiug for the 
pretty little three year old daugh- 
ter of Lee Mong Kow and endowed 
the youngster with several articles of 
costly silk. Hon. Mr. Nosse also had 
distinguished company on his trip down 
in Marquis Ito, another representative 
to the Jubilee celebration. The Marquis 
was greatly impressed with bis trip and 
with the warm treatment everywhere 
accorded him. Since leaving England 
he only made two stoppages, one at 
New York and the other at Montreal. 
Captain Weatlicrall has caught " Klon- 
dicitis " and is iroing North in the spring. 
Purser Tillic, of the Japan, wag not to 
bo seen on tlie ship when she arrived. 
Ilia ill-health, which seemed bo effectu- 
ally shaken off during hia recent holi- 
days, returned with renewed vinor juat 
after his rejoining the ship at N'aocou- 
ver, and he was forced against his will 
to take further rest. 

A DAY OF REST. 

It was an "off" spell with Captain 
Cliristinson of the tug Czar yeaterilay — 
one of the very few ho has enjoyed since 
the tug commenced service. TlieHteauier 
was windbound during the day and lay 
in readiness to take her departure Vau- 
couverward with scows, one loaded 
and two light, at any hour the gale 
abated. For the past week or so she has 
been engaged towing logs down from the 
North to ChemaiuuB, and having sup- 
plied the mill at that place with a sur- 
plus, will for tbe next week or two be 
doing odd work. One of the scows she 
takes to Vancouver is loaded with brick', 
another is to be taken to VesuviUB Bay 
for stone, and the third is to be taken to 
Comox for coal.

The Advaatages and Prolits to a 
Country of tlie Placer iLla- 
ing Industry. 



To THE Editor :— The Mayor's state 
ment in your issue of tlio 22nd ia simple 
and Incid, and amouats to this: The 
proposition is to leave the tmsipesB 
centre oi the city to no as it likes with 
its Btreeta and raise ou the credit of the 
husinesB men of the city !flOO,000 to 
spend in macadaaiisiug roada outside 
the central area in wliioh the majority 
of the ratepayers spendthe larger portion 
of tlwir time. Now, is this a fair propo- 
sition? The whole interest of the rate- 
payers ia concentrated on the business 
centre of the city, ami in that 
portion alone are they all united 
m one eointnon iutereat. It would 
seem therefore but reasonable that the 
wliole of the city should contribute to- 
wards the whole cost of putting the 
leading business thoroughfares within 
the fire limits in a lirst-clasa state of 
efficiency, and tbcit these streets shall bo 
free irom noise, dust and mad. This is 
the portion that every one, resident or 
visitor, sees and has. to endnre, whereas 
such outlyine streets aa Humboldt, Fort 
and Yates, above Douglas, Government 
and Douglas, north of Johnson, and 
others proposed by the Mayor, are used 
locally by coiripavati\'ely few persons. I 
advocate the greatest Kood for the great- 
est n uui ber at the \m blic expense. At the 
present uioment busiueas ia brisk in the 
city, and ib likely to continue, it is there 
the ejcpenditure is most required, where 
it would be moat used and appreciated. 
If the proposition was ainentled in this 
direction it would probably commend it- 
self to tlie ratepayers, who are a bit shy, 
from rei'ent puat experience at placing 
large sums at the disposal of any irre- 
sponsible council. To pave Govern- 
ment from Broughton to Johnson, Fort 
from Government to Douglas, Yates ami 
Johnson from Wharf to Douglas, exclu- 
sive of sidewalks, would coat from $60,- 
000 to .1;ti5,000, leaving, ^30,000 to $40,000 
to be expended in macadamizing; other 
main thoroughfares. This is ex- 
clusive of sidewalks, the demand 
for which ia not bo urgent, and 
besides, there is a strong tendency for 
adjoining owners, particularly in the 
case of new buildings, to iiay the ditler- 
eiico in cost between the ordinary plank 
flide'.valk, now laid down by the city, 
and to lay down a more permanent side- 
walk to suit themselves. Macadam 
jnay be the only solution of the road 
queationin the less frequented streets 
and outskirts, and a well made road, 
like Belleville street, reduces the evil to 
a minimum ; but narrow tires cut; up the 
surface of the road ; wind and rain are 
factors of destruction, and our mieapent 
rates and taxes are burled into our very 
lauea in the form of blinding, choking 
clouds of dust. This nalsanoe could, 
however, be most materially reduced by 
sprinkling with salt water during the 
very dry and windy periods and by an 
increased number of water carts. 

Let US have good roads by all means; 
tbe very best we can get will be the 
best iaveatment and the beat advertise- 
ment. But before we vote the money 
let the ratepayers be aatislied that it 
shall be spent where it ia most needed, 
and lirat of all in providing the moat 
approved styles of paved thoroughfares 
in the busiuesa centre of the city, that 
there at any rate we may be free from 
noise, dust and mud. This or wait !

To Ti[i: Editoii:— I object strongly to 
any narrow or exclusive Yukon policy, 
not lr>nn grace to foreigners, but from 
pure Camidiau gelf-interest. The so- 
called "new" notions to the contrary 
that are being aired are mossbackism 
straight. 

It };oes without saying that it ia the 
duty of the Canadian government to 
make the most that it can out of tbe 
Yukon for its own people, just as it was 
the duty and efFort of tbe governments 
in Auatraha, Now Zealand, California, 
JJritish Columbia and other countries 
to make the most for their people re- 
spectively ander similar circumstances. 
The practical question is, what general 
policy will beat serve this purpose? 

Coiuuiou experience in placer mining, 
during the past half century, has eatab- 
lished, hiatorically, three memorable 
facts. (I.) Tliat the chief value — to the 
country of origin — of a ])lacer gold rush, 
is its advertining value. fJ.) Tliat, 
taking; cveiything into account, wlrile 
tlie rush laata many dollars are spent for 
every dullara worth of gold tli:it is taken 
aivuy. (ii.) That, alter every rush, ttiere 
ia a reaction during which things get 
gradually into correapondcuco witli the 
permanent conditions. 

It was i)lacer gold that drew the at- 
tention of the world to the countries 
named, and that led to their larger set- 
tlement aud development. So will it be 
in the Canadian Yukon. By means of 
the present rush, a remote part of Can- 
adian territory will he explored 
thoroughly, and its resources and the 
best means of utilizing them, aecertaiu- 
ed witli little necessary cost to the gov- 
ornnient, 

It is possible that these resources may 
be various and valuable. For tho 
present, if expectations are reali/.ed, a 
new market — jjossibly a growing, per- 
manent market — will be established on 
Canadian soil to the advantage of Can- 
adian proiluoera, manufacturers and 
traders. Tlie benefit of this will he felt 
immediately in a wide zone of Canadian 
territory contiguous, or adjacent, to the 
• mines, and Bubaeiiuently throughout 
Canada, more or lees, according to the 
trading energy of the people and the 
ineana o^- commnji|cation mi^de avail- 
able, ^his Northwest Territory in par- 
ticular may get a ' fillip, which appar- 
uutly it much needs. Transportation 
cum panics of all kinds will reap larsor 
prolits, and protected enterprises of that 
character will be regarded more favor- 
iioiv by investors. Tbe market advan- 
lA^t!, however, will not be the sole id- 



vantage. Most of the Yukon-struck 

people will be unsuccesaful in actual 
mining, and many who are moderately 
successful may not care to remain in 
that country. It is leasonahlo to sup- 
pose that a large number of both classes 
will be added to the population of other 
portions of Canada. 

Now, can it be doubted that tho dis- 
covery of these Y'ukon mines and the 
worki'ng of good mines elsewhere In 
Canada, will enhance tbe country's credit 
and Btiiuulate immigration and tho in- 
troduction of capital for various purposes. 
If the experience of the coiintriea named 
is a guide, the above general advantages 
have to bo more regarded by Canada 
than the returns of local mining fees, 
taxes and imposts. The reverse idea is 
so natnral on the part of the inexperi- 
enced that most o£ these countries at 
first entertained It, but they soon aban- 
doned the idea, aa governmental func- 
tions in relation to the industry became 
better understood. It was found to be 
wise to stimulate local activity in the 
mines, as the source of all the other ac- 
tivities. That such stimulus, or 
the avoidance of ill adjuttments, is 
necessary, will soon bo realised in 
the Yukon case. It ia safe to predicate, 
unless entirely new conditions exist, 
that, out of say a thousand Canadians 
in that country, enjoying average luck, 
about nine hundred will not protit from 
actual mining on their own account; 
half a dozen may " strike it big," and 
the remainder may secure varying, mod- 
erate amounts. The asrgregate earnings 
from mining of these thousand men 
probably will be less than they might 
tiave earned in ordinary occupations 
elHcwheie. Some of them may accept 
liire for larger wages than they could 
get at home, but their expenses will be 
higher and the temptation to extrava- 
gance snriater. The bulk of any money 
they make will be spent somewhere in 
Canada sooner or later. 

As to foreign prospectors their experi- 
ence will bo similar, but naturally, a 
portion of their surplus gains will tend 
to go sooner or later to their own coun- 
tries. This result is not peculiar to min- 
ing but applies, more or leas, to all busi- 
ness carried on by euiigrants. It has 
been said of Scotchmen that they are 
liable to send or " tak the siller to their 
ain countree," yet no Scotch excluaion 
act has been proposed. The American 
miner understands improved methods of 
placer mining, and is enterprising to the 
verge of recklessness. You cannot " en- 
thuse " him abont Venezuela or the fur 
seal. He is on mining business all tho 
time, and his habit is to reinvest, from 
profits. The probability is that in the 
next few years he will spend more in 
assisting Canada to exploit theYakon, 
for all purposes, than he will take oat of 
that territory. There ip no mot& law- 
abiding class of men anywhere. My 
deliberate opinion is, looking simply to 
tlie interest of Canada, and liaviug re- 
gard to the actual, not tbe imaginary, 
conditions of miuing, that, were it neces- 
sary, it would pay Canada to bonus ex- 
perienced inininc; immigrants rather 
than to exclude tlieui. 

The true points of Yukon policy — apart 
from working rules which, no doubt, the 
authorities will make suitable when they 
understand the conditions — are equality 
of opportunity to all; absolute security 
of title; the entire separation of execu- 
tive and judicial functions; and a 
means of speedy, cheap appeal 
from the decisions oi mattistratea and 
gold commissiouera. British Columbia 
ia delinquent, as to most of these essen 
tials* in ber quartz mining; districts, and 
if Canada " went ber one better " ia the 
Yukon, the object lesson might be use- 
ful to us. 

Please do what you can to prevent the 
moBsbackers from misleading the Cana 
dian government. Tho prosperity of 
the Yukon mines means more to Victoria 
and Vancouver than to any other cities 
in Canada.

HE FORESAW THE FUTURE. 



Jmuc'S G. Itlalne's Frophotio Words About 
Ills Political Carei'r. 

X first made the iicquaintaiico of Mr. 
Blaine during tho congress /3ssion of 
18G5-C. He was then begiuuiiig his sec- 
ond term in the house. At tliut timo I 
owned tmd edited a country newspaper 
in General Qprfleld's distriot. Ono day 
in tho fall of 1865 Garfield wrote mo to 
como up to his hilltop homo in tho little 
collef<o town of Hirjiin. Ho told me that 
he th()Uf;ht it would bo a good thing for 
a young uow.spapor man to study nation- 
al politics in Washington and get ao- 
quainted with national men, and that 
he would undertake to get me a clerk- 
ship in the house of representatives. In 
duo timo be spoko to his old friend. 
General Robert C. Schcuck, who was 
chairman of tho committoo on military 
affairs, and the result was I was given 
tho clerkship of tliat committee. 

Colfax was speaker of tho house, and 
for some reason or othor ho seemed to 
have little liking for tho ambitious 
young member from the August:i dis- 
trict of Maine, for ho appointed Blaine 
to a position near the foot of that com- 
mittee> How, Blaine had not served in 
tho army and had no knowledge of mil- 
itary legislation and no tasto for that 
kind of work. He used to bo a country 
editor himself, and ho appeared to take 
a fancy to the young clerk from Ohio. 
Ho would often drop into the committee 
room, and, standing before tho wood 
Arc, v.-culd talk freely to mo about his 
newspaper and political career and his 
plans and hopes for tho future. 

I remember that ho said ono day: "1 
do not like this military committee 
business and ongbtnot to be here. Next 
congress I am going' to be on the com- 
mitteu ou appropriations or ways and 
means. Financial questions will soon be 
tho dominant ones in congress. Two 
yeais later I expect to bo chairman ol 
my committee. Then I think I shall be 
speaker of the house and after awhile 1 
hope to go to the senate." 

Everything came about exactly as he 
planned. Ho had wonderful prescience 
coiictiruiiig liis own future, as well as in 
relation to political events. ^Yheu ho 
was acaiididto for tho presidential nom- 
ination in 18S0, ho said to rue; "My ca- 
reer has thus far closely paralleled that 
of Henry Olay. He was speaker of the 
house and then senator. His party re- 
fused to nominate him as long as it had 
any chance of el>rcting a president. 
When it had no longer any chance, it 
gave him the nomination he bad so long 
sought. I believe that is going to be my 
fate. " — Cliicago Times-Herald. 

ANCIENT CORPORATIONS. 



Trade Monopolies That Were Almoit SaT^ 
ngo In Tliclr Operation. 

Apprentices became no hotter than 
serfs and slaves. They were not merely 
pitilessly lined and brutally punished, 
they wore often left in iguorauco of tlie 
craft that thcj- liad purcliasod tho right 
to learn. In that frightful social and 
moral revulsion following tho long and 
devastating wars of the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries tho corporations 
becamo more determined than over to 
maintain their industrial aristocracy 
and monopoly. Thej- refused to admit 
any trade less ancient mid honorably 
than tlieir own to tho rights and privi- 
leges of the law; they soiled themselves 
by corttict with no person of illegiti- 
mate birth; and in their savage and re- 
lentless pursuit of , persons engaged in 
unauthorized traffic they invaded the 
homes of contraband workmen, confis- 
cating botli their tools and the. hidden 
products of tlieir toil, leaving them and 
their families destituto and starving. 

To such absurd lengths was tho crea- 
tion of corporations carried for tiio pro- 
duction of new taxes and new places for 
court favorites that occupations like tlio 
teaching of dancing, tlio selling of flow- 
ers and the catching of birds were or- 
ganized, and homogeneous occupations 
like tho hatmukers* and carpenters' 
were divided and subdivided beyond tho 
comprehension of tho modern mind. 
But despite the ingenuity of lawyers 
niid the vigilance of armies of inspect- 
ors tho lines of demarcation could not 
be drawn so sharply as to avoid con- 
flicts of interests. Tho makers of felt 
hats quarreled with tho makers of cot- 
ton hats. Tlio spinners who liad pnr- 
cha.«ed the riglit to use iieuip quarreled 
with thoao that had purchased tho right 
to use flax. The shoemakers fought 
with tho cobblers that reproduced more 
tliau two-thirds of an old shoe. Tliocnt- 
ler.s (hat made tho handles of knives 
fought with those that made the lilades. 
The relations of the makers of wooden 
porringers and the makers of wooden 
spoons were equally belligerent. — 
Franklin Smith in Popular Science 
Monthly.

A SEA ABOVE THE CLOUDS.' 



extraordinary Snperatitlon Once l*roT*- 
lent In EnElancL 

Tho curious superstition that there is 
r.u ocean above tho clouds is illustrated 
by tho following strange story by an 
old English writer: "Ono Sunday the 
people of a certain village wero coming 
cut of chmrch on a thick, cloudy day, 
when they saw the onohor of a ship ' 
hooked to one of the tombstones — the 
cable, which was tightly stretched, 
hanging down from tho air. Tho people 
wero astonished, and while they wore 
consulting about it suddenly they saw 
tho ropo move as though some one la- 
bored to pull up the anchor. Tho an- 
chor, however, still held fast by tho 
stone, and a great noise was hoard in 
tho air, iiko the shouting of sailors. 
Presently a sailor was seen sliding down 
the cable for the purpose of uufixing 
the anchor. When he had just loosened 
it, the villagers seized hold of him, and 
whilo in their hands ho quickly died, 
just a.H thougli he had been drowned. 

"About an hour after tho sailors 
above, hearing no more of tlieir com- 
rade, cut tho cable and sailed away. In 
memory of this extraordinary event the 
people of the village made the hinges 
of tho chnroh doors out of the iron of 
the anchor," It is further stated that 
these hinges "are still to be seen there," 
a bit of evidence much like Muuohan- 
ficu's rope wherewith he once climbed 
to tho moon. If you doubted tho story, ' 
you were confronted with tho rope. 

Thoio is another queer tale about 
this aerial ocean. "A merchant of Bris- 
tol," it is said, "sot sail with his cargo 
for Ireland. Some time after, whilo bis 
family were at supper, a knife suddcu- 
ly fell in through a window on the ta- 
ble. When the merchant returned and 
saw the knife, ho declared it to bo his 
own and said tliat on stich a day, at 
such an hour, whilo sailing in an un- 
known part of the sea, ho dropped the 
knife overboard, and the day and the 
hour wero found to be exactly the time 
when it fell through tho window." All 
of which was once implicitly believed 
by many and regarded as incontroverti- 
ble proof of tho existence of a sea above 
the sky. One is at a loss to conjecture 
how that ' 'unknown port of tho sea" 
connected with the rest of it. A phys- 
ical geography showing this would be 
no small curiosity. — Boston Post. 



SILKWORMS OF LEBANON. 



now They Are Cnltivated In the Moun* 
tains of Tripoli. 

Harry Fonn, tho artist, has written a 
paper, entitled "Silk and Cedars," for 
St. Nicliola.s, describing his visit to 
the famous mountains of Lebanon. 
Concerning the silk industry, which 
plays such an important part in tbe 
lives of the natives, Mr. Fenu says: As 
the timo ajiproaches for the silkworm 
to hatch out the egg tho family move 
out of the house and camp under the 
trees, giving up tho entire establishment 
to the worms, after having placed tho 
eggs ou shelves made of a reedlike 
bamboo. At first the young worms are 
fed on finely chopped leaves, but as 
they grow larger the leaves need only 
bo broken in two. Tho people havo to 
feed and watch the worms night and 
day, or they wander in , search of food 
and get lost, and in tho silence of the 
uiglit tho sound of tho worms feeding 
is like a gently falling rain. 

Tho worms fast three or four times 
during this period, and about 24 hours 
is the length of each fast. A curious 
feature about tbeirlfast is their posture. 
They assume the attitude of a cobra 
Euake about to strike and remain rigid- 
ly fixed in that position for tho entire 
period. When they are ready to spin, 
small branobes ore placed on the 
sliclves, and as tho cocoons are formed 
upon them the dead twigs seem to boar 
goldi'ii fruit. When the worms get 
through tliat part of tho business, the 
neighbors are called in — something as 
to an old fashioned New Ei: gland ap- 
ple paring bee. They call it "qtaf" in 
Arabic — tliat is "picking," and BOOn 
ytiu SCO piles of pale green, puro white 
and golden yellow cocoons heaped upon 
the lloor. Later tlicy may bo spun into 
hanks, but usually tho cocoons are sent 
down the mountains to Tripoli or Da- 
mascus, and after thoir 80 or 40 days 
of toil they, too, often havo to sell tho 
pruduc'o for next to uotliiiig, as tho Chi- 
niiso are always ready to nnder.scll them. 

Another curious use Mr. Silkworm is 
put to is to soak him in vinegar for 
some hours, after which ho is drawn out 
into BO called "catgut" to make snells 
or leaders for fishhooks. 



Serving Carrots. 

A way of serving carrots is tho fol- 
lowing, evolved by a codk desirous, as 
all cooks should be, of "something 

now." The vegetable is scraped, diced 
and boiled till tender. Meanwhile a 
^■iicQ of onion is browned iu a table- 
spoonful of butter. With this one table- 
spoonful of flour is rubbed smooth and 
stirred until the flour is cooked. Then 
oii(> cull "1' toiiiatu juice, not heated, is 
added to tlie niixturr with a half tea- 
.'"IKionful of salt and a dash of pepper. 
The wholo is stewed together threo or 
lour minutes before licing strained over 
tho carrots, which have been drained. 
This dish is much more palatable than 
the creamed carrots because it adds a 
needed ihivor and is none tho harder to 
prepare than tho better known prepara- 
tion. — New York Post,

If the eanguino anticipat'.oiia ot resi- 
denta of the north ire realized, the 
Klondyke pilKr;jn of a few years hence 
will be abl^ to ride into Dawson City iu 
a. r-ullman car. The government appar- 
ently realizes the urgency of improved 
transportation facilities to the upper 
Yukon, while private enterprise is evi 
denced in half a dozen different diree 
tions— the common object of all these 
schemes being to secure the transporta- 
tion charges in the spring rush. 

During the past few weeks of excite- 
ment the Gbilcoot and Wliite passea 
have had the call, because they are 
more available by the regular northern 
steamers. Opinion is however already 
changing, and as the opinions of old 
miners gain circulation the all Canadian 
route via the Stickeen steadily increases 
in favor. It is this route that is en- 
dorsed by everyone of Caaaiar experi- 
ence, and along which the government 
trail recently improved under Mr. J. 
0. Calbreath's supervision, extends. 
Whether the route is suitable as sup- 
posed for a railway will be immediately 
determined by Mr. Jennings, the emi- 
nent Toronto engineer, who goes np by 
the Quadra this week. 

His party have already completed 
their outfitting in this city, and will dis- 
embark from tne steamer at Telegraph 
Creek, on the Stickeen, from which 
point a reconnaisance survey will be 
made as far as Tealin lake, 125 miles 
distant. 

In the meanwhile the Quadra will re- 
turn to Victoria and receive as paaaeng- 
era for a second trip toward the close of 
next month, Hon. Clifford Sifton, who 
will also inspect the route, and Major 
Walsh and his party travelling this road 
on their way to their new homes on the 
upper river. 

The proposed Telegraph-Teslin Lake 
railway dovetails in very neatly with 
the plans of the Tealin and Yukon 
Transportation Co., organized by some 
of the moat substantial men of Victoria, 
and at present managed by Frank M. 
Yorke. To-day they dispatch the 
steamer Thistle with men, material and 
machinery, and will commence work at 
once so as to be ready for business by 
the coming of spring. 

The sawmill, with a daily capacity of 
10,000 feet, will be established first at 
Telegraph Creek, at which point 
the steamer will be built to 
ply down the Stickeen and con- 
nect with the regular liners from 
this city. Second and third ateamera 
and companion barges will be built at 
Teslin lake, to run thence down the 
Hootalinqua and the Yukon to Dawson 
City. By June 1, this company will be 
in a position to carry passengera from 
Victoria through to Dawson City for 
|200, and freight at $400 per ton or less. 

The government already has men en- 
gaged in sounding the waters of the 
Lewis and the Hootalinqua with a view 
to ascertaining what, il any, dangers to 
navigation exist. It is generally be- 
lieved that these rivers are capable of 
navigation by light draught atennjera all 
the way to Tealin lake, only one inter- 
ruption to a free passage being known of 
— and it capable of being removed at 
comparatively little trouble or expense.

All the 
Chinese in the city and many from 
Seattle, Portland and San Francisco were 
preaent. The ambassador waa driven 
under an arch from the station to tho 
steamer, while the city band was 
gaged for the music. On Monday a long 
procession of carriages drove around the 
city accompanying a four horse rig in 
which were the ambassador and at' 
tachees. As the ambassador boarded 
the steamer the city band again played 
and drecrackera also added conaidcrabla 
liveliness to tbe occasion. Marquis Ito, 
the diatinguiahed Japanese, sailed by the 
same boat, but was scarcely noticed by 
the immense crowd which stood on the 
wharf to get a glimpse of Chang. 

The Peninsular & Oriental Company 
are eatablishing o£Scea here with a view 
of running a line of steamers between 
here and the Orient. It is imposaible to 
get details aa the matter is being kept 
very quiet. 

Alderman Townley has given notice 
that at the next meeting of the council 
he will introduce ft resolution to amend 
the present by-law affecting liquor 
licenses to enable the licensing of a first- 
class concert hall in the city. This move 
is chiefly owing to the fact that 1,000 
Americana hurried away to Seattle to 
spend their money earned at fishing as 
sooaaa the Keason was finished, because 
they could not have the same forma of 
amuBements here aa in Seattle. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Nbw Webtminstkr, Aug 24.— (Special) 
— At 9 o'clock on Sunday the Roman 
Catholic cathedral waa filled, by Pro 
testanta as well aa Catbolica to witness 
the consecration of Bishop Dontonwill 
by Archbishop Langevin, assisted by 
Bishop Glut, Bishop O'Dea, Bishop 
Legal Father Guillet and Father 
Camper. The service was a very im 
presaive one. A sermon waa preached 
by Bishop O'Dea, and towards the close 
.Mrs. R. E. Gosnoll, of Victoria, aang 
with much feeling "Hear Us Oh 
Father." An uddreaa was preaented to 
Archbishop Langevin. Biehop Donton 
will ia 40 yeara ot age. He was born in 
Alsace, and graduated aa M.A. from the 
Ottawa Univeraity in 1882. He was a 
raathimatical teacher till 1889, and was 
made principal of the St. Louis College, 
New Westminster, in 1886, and Titular 
Bishop April 3rd, 1897. 

VMIR CITY* 

The Duncan syndicate, owners of the 
Wren mine, on the South Fork of the 
Wild Horse, are contemplating a ship' 
ment of ten tons of ore to London, Eag' 
land, to undergo treatment there by a 
patent dry process. This is tho first 
experiment of the kind which baa been 
tried by any of the niinea iu the vicinity. 
The wagon roada now going in will give 
considerable increased facilities forget- 
ting out the ore, while if the Duiicaii 
experiment turns out well we may ex- 
pect that tho coat of reducing the orea 
will also be materially lessened. There 
are several mines in the vicinity which 
have large quantities of shipping ore on 
the dump, but are only waiting like the 
War Eagle in Bossland.for lower charges 
for shipment and reduction. — Rossland 
Miner.

LILLOOET. 

Steady development is going on in the 
principal mines on Cayoosh, most of 
them making a very creditable showing. 
The Golden Cache Company are busy at 
tho Qnishing of the stamp mill and will 
Btamp, it ia expected, about the first of 
the month. Other coicpanies are in- 
tending to erect mills at an early date, 
also the British Columbia Company and 
the Alpha Bell. A new trail up the 
creek to the Big Horn claim has just 
been completed with a bridge across 
Cayoosh Creek. Some new discoveries 
on Bridge river have brought that camp 
into prominence. The rock is free-mill- 
ing and uaaaye as high as $86 in gold. — 
Inland Sentinel. 

TRAIL. 

To-morrow laying rsils on the Trail- 
Robaon road, from the Robaon end will 
commence. The tracks will be standard 
gauge, and will .be extended clear to 
Trail. While it is not definitely aettled, 
it has been learned from other sources 
that, aa aoon as Trail ia reached, the 
truck to Bosaland will be widened, thus 
milking a complete line from Nelson to 
Ujssland. For the present an immense 
ferry will be constructed to trans- 
port the trains at Robaon, and thia 
will remain until replaced by a bridge. 

The road ia 28 miles in length, and will 
be covered with 5U-pound rails. It is a 
comparatively eaay grade, and over 
Stoney creek there has been built the 
largest trestle bridge in Kootenay. It ia 
700 feet in lengtlj anil 150 feet high. 

The contractors have been skirmishing 
everywhere during the past few days for 
tracklayers. They need men, aud need 
them at once. Efforts are now being 
made to aecure a force from Rossland or 
Spokane. — Bossland Miner,
